Public should elect 
regional chair 


I f squirming was a noise, 
it would no doubt be the 
soundtrack for Niagara's 
regional council this week while 
several members of council 
shift uncomfortably in their 
seats as a response to recent 
changes proposed for Ontario's 
Municipal Act. 

Queen's Park is working on 
several changes to municipal 
government that will come 
into effect in 2018. Two of 
them — having citizens elect 
the regional chair, and making 
an integrity commissioner 

with a council that previously 
fought tooth and nail against 
these changes. 

Both moves will make 
council more democratic, 

responsive to the public it 
serves, which may make some 
councillors a litde nervous. 

The idea of an elected chair is 
something the current chairman 
of council, Alan Caslin, isn't 
exacdyhoton. 

"We had a motion by this 
council that we did not want 
an elected chair in Niagara," he 
told Postmedia reporter Ray 
Spiteri on Thursday. "In fact, we 
wanted our chair to be selected 
from within council. You have 
to analyze what that means, and 
council wanted to have a say 
in the process of choosing who 
they want as chair, as opposed 
to the public.” 

He wonders if the public 
would choose the most qualified 
person to be chair, and worries 
that partisanship would unduly 
influence the election. 

The system as it stands works 
thusly: after voters elect regional 


council, councillors begin a 
behind-the-scenes game of 
quid pro quo that results in 
candidates being selected. 

It then goes to a vote at 
council and SHAZAM! you get a 
regional chair. 

new chair's hometown, so the 
person who finished second 
in that race fills the now empty 
regional councillor seat left by 
the new chair. 

So voters in that municipality 
are represented by someone 
who didn’t win the election. 

Keep in mind that Caslin, like 
everyone else who came before 
him, did not run on a platform 
to become the chairman. He 
didn't run to be the face of 
Niagara Region at Queen's 
Park or Parliament Hill, or on 
international trade missions. 

He ran to represent St. 
Catharines’ interests at regional 
council, which is a rather 
different proposition. 

As a result, the chairman 
doesn’t have a mandate from 
Niagara voters — the vast 
majority of whom could not 
even cast a ballot for him or her 
— but is beholden to whatever 
clique on council happens to 
currently rule the roost. 

Caslin is saying council, 
not the voters, knows best. 
Council doesn't want the public 
choosing who sits in the big 

The entire argument reeks 
of the worst sort of political 
arrogance. 

While the plebs don't 
have the wisdom to elect a 
qualified chair, their smarts 
can be trusted enough to send 
councillors to Schmon Parkway? 


Perhaps the chairman should 
take some time to analyze his 
own arguments on this matter. 

It is true that democracy is 
messy, and sometimes people 
with all the qualifications of an 
inebriated gerbil end up holding 
public office. For good or for ill, 
that is the choice for voters to 

If Niagara elects someone 
utterly unfit for office, then its 
citizens to have to live with the 
consequences of a lousy choice. 

It is not for Caslin, or anyone 
else on council, to say, “This Is 
our choice, not yours,” for such 
an important position. 

Nor does Caslin's concern 
about political partisanship 
hold much water when you 
consider that no councillor can 
become a chair without building 
council alliances — or bending 
to the will of one — behind 
the scenes, away from public 
scrutiny. It doesn't get more 
partisan than that. 

On the other hand, someone 
who wants to be an elected 
regional chair with a true 
mandate would have to 
campaign across Niagara, 
putting forward a plan for 
the region and finding a way 
to negotiate the competing 
interests of the region's 

A true leader would embrace 
the openness of this process, 
relish the opportunity to 
articulate a vision for Niagara 
and engage in the debate of 

An elected chair is good for 
Niagara's democracy, and it has 
been a long time in coming.

Three-way stop at 
Thunder Bay Road and 
Bernard Avenue 

The Ridgeway-Thunder 
Bay neighbourhood is 
getting a new three-way 
stop following a decision

Understanding Tooth Cycle 


What I about to tell you 
could save you thousands 
of dollars over the course 
your life time. Interested? 

If you understand the 
“tooth cycle", you will 
understand how to save 
you from multitude of 
dental treatment over the 
course of life time. 

The cycle goes like this 
intact tooth -> small 
cavity ->small filling -> 
cavity around the small 
filling -> large filling -> 
cavity around the large 
filling -> massive filling 
-> cavity around massive 
filling OR fracture Or Crack 
-> Root canal -> cavity 
under massive filling with 
root canal Or Catastrophic 
fracture -> tooth loss 
-> partials, dentures or 
implants 

The life time of this cycle 


can vary from years to 
decades and I am sure 
most of people are familiar 
with this cycle. 


All you should do is 
either break the cycle or 



increase the length of 
each cycle. For example, 
if you prevent yourself 
from getting the cavity 
first place, you won’t start 
the cycle. Or if you already 
have the cavity, keeping 
the filling smaller by 
getting treatment earlier 
can lengthen the cycle. 


If you already have large 
fillings, then getting 
crowns will lengthen 
the cycle by lowering 
the chance of fractures 
and cavity. The goal is to 
getting early detection 
and getting the proper 
restoration first place. But 
the best way again is not 
to even start this cycle 
by not getting any cavity. 
I will discuss how next 
time by understanding the 
process of tooth decay.
